heaviest B52 strikes in South 
Vietnam in three weeks, with al­

Mekong Delta. 
(Jround action remained light 
throughout the nation, although 
allied .sweeps continued from 
the southern delta to an area 
southwest of Da Nang where 
American Marines and South 
Vietnamc^se troops were grind­ 
ing away at Viet Cong and 
North Vietnamese forces 
Signs of fresh enemy move­ 
ment also were reported from 
two more old battle areas—the 
.A Shall Valley west of Hue and 
the demilitarized zone between 
North and South Vietnam

Thursday, the heaviest concen­ 
tration of Naval air strength re­ 
ported in one day since the 
bombing of North Vietnam was 
halted on Nov. 1 
U S 
headquarters reported 
also that enemy activity in the 
DMZ had increased sharply in 
the Christmas-New Year period, 
with more than 500 “ indicatioas 
of enemy activity" in the 12 
days since Dw. 22. 
Marine headquarters in Da 
Nang relea.sed an interim report 
on the massive 1‘ordon operation 
known as Taylor Common about 
25 miles southwest of Da Nang 
It said in the past month the 
Marines and South Vietnamese 
have killed 934 enemy troojis. 
The report said American and 
South Vietnamc*se losses have 
been light. 
The road mining (X'curred 
about 20 miles to the south at a 
point where Vietnamese work 
ers assemble for army trarispor- 


tation to their work. The mine

Military Fuel Responsibility 
Is Transferred to the Army 


WASHIN’GTON iAV) 
l)e 
fense officials furve relieved the 
Navv' of all further rt‘sponsibili- 
ty for the amount and quality of 
fuel intended for vital U S mih- 
Uiry operations in Southeast 
Asia 
This was learned in the after- 
math of disclosures that at least 
5.5 million gallons of fuel and lu­ 
bricants destined for U.S. Army 
and Air Force units in Thailand 
were stolen in 1967 alone 
(ieneral Ac*counting Office in­ 
vestigators. in a report to Sen 
William 
Froxmire, 
D-Wis., 
blamed the massive thefts on 
bribery, forgery, collusion and 
official laxity. 
They said spot checks indicat­ 
ed 52 per cent of all gasoline 
and lubricants delivered to Thai 
service stations for use by U.S. 
military' vehicles was stolen. 
Forty per cent of all diesel fuel 
sent to one air base alone never 
arrived, they reported 
The GAO said the Navy Fuel 
Supply Office had sole responsi­ 
bility in Bangkok for assuring 
petroleum products delivered by 
private contractors complied in 
quantity and quality with stand­ 
ards set by the government. 
A Navy source said Defease 
Department supply officials or­ 
dered the Army to replace the 
Navy’s fuel iaspecTion functioas 
in Southeast Asia effective last 
Wednesday. 
The substitution was not an- 
nounc-ed publicly by the Defease 
Department, but a Pentagon in­ 
formation officer confirmed it 
Defease Department supply 
officials also said the change 
was imminent 
But they iasLsted the action 
was routine, had “ been in the 
works a long time,” and had no 
relation 
to

widt‘spread 
thefts. 
One official said the action re- 
flec'ts only “ the fact that the 
Navy is no longer the prime 
aser” of petroleum products in

Freeman estimated 1%9 meat 
imports Thursday at 1,035.0(K),- 
000 pounds, compared with 990 
million pounds estimated on Oct 
1 for 1968. 


Federal law requires the sec­ 
retary to issue quarterly esti­ 
mates of quota meat imports 
expected for the current year 
in relation to an adjusted base 
quota 


ETeeman 
announced 
this 
ear's basic import quota at 
988 million pounds, compared 
with 950.3 million for 1968 


The law provides that the an­ 
nual basic quota may be ex­ 
ceeded by 10 per cent in the 
quarterly estimates before ac­ 
tual quotas are imposed on indi­ 
vidual countries. 
Thus, the point at which quotas 
would bi‘ imposed this year is 
1,086.800.000 pounds, about 41 
million pounds more than the 
1968 trigger level. 
Freeman said his first esti­ 
mate for 1969-roughly 50 mil­ 
lion pounds below the new trig­ 
ger 
level would 
have been 
more if major foreign suppliers 
had not imposed self-restraints 
on meat they planned to ship to 
the United States this year.

Sa nta Gives a Chuck le 


Every year after Christmas somebody 
starts analyzing Santa Claus. 
There was the fellow last year who 
criticized the concept of Santa as a jolly fat 
man. It set a bad example, he maintained, 
because overweight people are not happy, 
or otherwise not as healthy as skinny ones. 
Now c'omes a professor of anthropology 
to point out a curious contradiction in the 
Santa Claus legend. 
We live in a society, says Eric Wolf of 
the University of Michigan, that is based 
on the mass production of goods by highly 
specialized machines. The goods are 
purchased with money and the desire for 
the 
goods 
is 
promoted 
by 
massive 
advertising. 
Yet once a year, “ we insist that the toys 
distributed to children emanate from 
Santa Claus’ workshop at the North Pole, 
operated on a handicraft level by non- 
unionized dwarfs. We tell children that 
their toys are delivered by reindeer sled 
and through their chimney, and that their 
gifts were not bought by father and mother 
and Aunt Fanny but by a mythical 
gentleman 
of 
extraordinary 
outward 
appearance." 
Why? 
Because adults use Santa Claus, thinks 
Wolf, as an “ equalizer" in a world that is 
really based on interpersonal competition 
and in which goods and power are won by 
the 
more successful 
from 
the 
less 
successful. 
At 
Christmastime, 
family 
financial priorities are rearranged so that 
“ Santa Claus" can give an electric train to 
a poor child who in the real world would 
have to be content with less. 


We em'ourage children to believe in the 
magical economy of Santa Claus to protect 
them from the true reality of a world of 
adults in which men are pitted against 
eac’h other in endless competition. 
At the same time, as a guardian and 
promoter of morality, Santa Claus is used 
as a convenient intrcxiuction to American 
life. The children trade moral behavior for 
goods, and in this sense, says Wolf, they 
become participants in the market of 
capitalistic society. 
Meanwhile, back at the North F^le, 
mvthical. overweight Santa Claus, immune 
to any psychological dissection, chuckles 
in 
his 
beard 
as 
he 
watches 
his 
nonunionized dwarfs prepare for another 
Christmas to gladden the hearts of millions 
of unanalytical children — and maybe 
some adults, too.

The average white-collar American, 
hard-working, active go-getter that he is, 
spends well over eight years out of his life 
sitting down. 
The source of this allegation is a 
company which is in the business of 
supporting the habit. 
According to the American Seating 
Company, makers of public seating, the 
average student spends 15,000 hours at a 
desk from kindergarten through college. In 
the course of a working career, he will 
spend another 60,000 hours seated. 
That figures out to nearly 8V2 years in a 
sitting position before he is eligible to 
retire and start singing, “ Old rocking 
chair’s got me."

D REW PEARSON and JACK ANDERSON 
WASHINGTON — A flagrant case of Israeli 
intrusion into American politics has just come to 
light. The Israeli Consul General in New York, 
Michael Arnon, arranged to have a special Israeli 
award given to Hamilton Fish, notorious isolationist 
ex-congressman, at the very time Fish’s son, 
Hamilton Fish, Jr., was running for Congress on the 
Republican ticket in the 28th district of New York. 
Since young Fish’s margin was close — two per 
cent over Democrat John Dyson — it’s possible the 
Israeli award was the deciding factor in Fish’s 
victory. 
The irony is that Ham Fish was a great defender 
of the Hitler regime when in Congress, and rented 
his home in Manhattan to the Nazi Consul General 
He was one of the originators of the House 
Unamencan Activities Committee, and conducted 
various witch-hunts against liberals, meanwhile 
introducing statements in the congressional record 
favorable to such fascist organizations as the Silver 
Shirts. 
Fish was also a leader of the America Firsters, 
strongly opposed American involvement in the war 
against Hitler, voted against the draft and other 
measures to prepare for the war. Hans Thompson, 
German charge d’affairs in those pre-war years, sent 
a dispatch to Foreign Minister Ribbentrop in Berlin 
describing Fish as giving him great help. The same 
Thompson described Drew Pearson to Ribbentrop 
as “ one of the negative newspaper influences” as far 
as Nazi Germany was concerned. 
Despite this record. Israel Consul Arnon bypassed 
the Israeli embassy in Washington and appealed 
direct to Jerusalem for a special award for Ham 
Fish It was okayed by Premier Eshkol 
The award was coasidered so important politically 
that a special ceremony was staged toward the 
climax of Ham PTsh. Jr s , campaign for Congress, at 
which his father was presented with the award by 
Consul General Arnon The two leading Republican 
Jews of New York state. Sen Jacob Javits and 
Attorney General Louis Lcfkowitz, were present to 
make the occasion more important 
Arnon obviously knew that an Israeli award to

Many American Jewish leaders are troubled over 
Israel’s tough retaliatory tactics in the bombing of 
the Beirut airport. 
The latter is recognized as a brilliant and daring 
piece of commando strategy which emphasized the 
power of Israel to carry out the old testament 
doctrine of an eye-for-an-eye punishment for those 
who attack or sabotage Israel, Yet the long range 
aftermaths could be serious. 
Already there are indications of two important 
repercussions:

2. Loss of Israeli goodwill in the United States. If

Washington, it’s pointed out. we would have 
bombed Jordan in retaliation for the murder of Sen 
Robert F. Kennedy by a Jordanian citizen in Los 
Angeles. 
Regarding the first. Lebanon has always been 
considered one of the more moderate Arab states, in 
fact the only moderate state on Israel’s borders. 
Lebanon’s population is almost 
50 
per cent 
Christian, and not as hostile toward the Jews as 
Moslem Arabs. 
In fact, Lebanon was believed one of the countries 
-which might line up with President Bourguiba of 
Tunisia, the Shah of Iran, and King Hussein of 
Jordan in working out a permanent peace. 
However, the commando raid on the Beirut 
airport has blown all this up in smoke. Nor will it 
now be possible to get peace support from the other 
moderate Moslems The Beirut raid has played right 
into the hands of the militanLs. It's considered 
highly doubtful that President Nasser, who has been 
much more moderate of late, will continue such a 
line 
— U.S. Resentment — 
In the United States, however, the long range 
repercu.ssioas from the Beirut airport raid may be 
even more serious; for in the United Suite's there has 
been a great rc'servoir of goodwill for Israel without 
which it would be impossible for Israel to exist. 
Not only does Israel’s balance of funds come from 
American Jews, but also, m recent years, from non-

What do you do it you're a track 
athlete who has advanced his 
event to the year 2.001’ It 
you’re Bob Beamon, you try for 
about 2.069. 
When Beamon long jumped 2t 
feet. 2*2 inches at the Olympic 
Games in Mexico City in Octo- 
bt'r, he broke the world record 
by nearly two feet, a perform­ 
ance considered the greatest in 
the history of track and field by 
those who measure such things 
At the time, it was said that 
the lithe. 22-year-old athlete had 
set the event ahead by a genera­ 
tion. that probably no ont' would 
jump that far again for years, 
but Beamon disagrees. 
" I think I can do it again." he 
said Thursday as he arrived 
here for the Elxaminer All- 
American Games indoor track 
and field meet Saturday. 
"I thought I could be better I 
would like to go about 30 or 31 
feet." 
Right now. though, he is more 
interested in pushing his world 
indoor record of 27-2'2 bi'vond 
the 28-foot hmit. 
Beamon sard he has not done 
any training for the long jump 
since the Olympic's, but has 
played 
some 
basketball and 
may join the Texas-Fl I^aso 
team for a tew games when he 


enrolls there again later this 
month. 
Beamon said he felt bad about 
not being nominated for the Sul­ 
livan Award, which is annually 
given by the .Amateur Athletic 
Cnion to the top amateur ath­ 
lete of the year. 
Committees of the AAU nomi­ 
nate three athletes from various 
sections of the country and 
newsmen vote on the final win­ 
ner on the basis of performance 
and sportsmanship. 
Surprise was expressed in 
some quarters when Beamon, 
world and Olympic champions 
Lee F.vans and Tommie Smith 
and football star O. J. Simpson 
were not nominated. 


In New York, Olan Cassell, 
the AAU's director of track and 
field, said a mistake had been 
made and that Beamon "defi­ 
nitely was nominated for 1968.

N e w Traffic Death 
Record for State 


JE F F E R S O N CITY (AP) - 
Missouri ended 1968 with a grim 
new traffic death record—1,472 
killed on the streets and high­ 
ways. That was 93 more than 
the previous high in 1966 and 
150 more than in 1967. 
The traffic death list got off 
to a bad start in this new year, 
too, with seven killed on the 
first day compared with none on 
New Year s Day a year ago. 
Capt F. W. Shadwell, head of 
the 
highway 
patrol’s 
traffic 
safety unit, said greatly in­ 
creased traffic volume was a 
big favor in the traffic toll. 
Another cause, he said, may 
have been a national mood of 
unrest. 


temperature dropped to a low of 
32, the freezing mark. 
Up to 3 inches of snow fell in 
six hours early today in the low­ 
er Great Lakes region. Travel­ 
ers warnings remained in effect 
for western New York and 
northwestern Pennsylvania. 


Biting winds drove the bitter 
cold onto the Eastern Seaboard. 
Heavy squalls along the eastern 
shores of Lakes Erie and Ontar­ 
io dumped deep snows into por­ 
tions of upstate New York, 
Pennsylvania and New Eng­ 
land.

Traffic accidents killed 163 
persons during the one-day New 
Year’s observance which ended 
at midnight Wednesday. The 
number of deaths was a record 
for a one-day celebration of the 
holiday. 


The record for a 30-hour New 
Year’s period since World War 
II had been 160. set in 1957. This 
also was the most recent time 
the holiday driving period ran 
30 hours. 


During a recent nonholiday 
midweek period of equal length, 
highway mishaps took the lives 
of 107 persons. The count was 
made by The Associated Press 
for a comparison with the New 
Year’s toll. 
The National Safety CourK*il 
had estimated that 200 to 260 
persons might die in traffic ac­ 
cidents during the period which 
began at 6 p.m. Tuesday.

Man po ssesses the intellect, and is 
increasingly achiev ing the po wer, to make 
the wo rld a paradise. He co uld do it no w, 
in a generatio n. Yet he cho o ses no t to . 
Is it so me quirk o f his ev o lutio nary make­ 
up, so me built-in guarantee o f ev entual 
ex tinctio n that makes him unfit fo r Eden? 
Yet the need fo r lo v e and the dream o f 
univ ersal bro therho o d and peace are as 
much an innate part o f man’s nature as is 
his 
fascinatio n 
with 
destructio n. 
His 
impulses 
to 
charity , 
altruism 
and 
selflessness are fully as stro ng as his 
penchants 
fo r 
suspicio n, 
hatred 
and 
killing, else he wo uld hav e eliminated 
himself fro m the face o f this glo be lo ng 
since. 
No bility is as much a human attribute as 
is smallness o f so ul, if less co mmo n. We 
co uld no t reco gnize the ugliness we hav e 
created had we no co ncept o f the beauty 
that co uld be. We stand in the mud, and 
we reach to to uch the stars. 
Man's inhumanity to man co ntinues as 
the new y ear begins. 
But ho pe also endures, and the undy ing 
v isio n o f so mething better that so meday 
will be.

What Ends Freedo m, Affluence?

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
As the American people enter 1969, they may 
beg in, hopefu lly , to g et closer to an u nderstanding of 
their fu naamental problems than was tru e du ring 
u npredictable, pu zzling , and cu riou sly rig orou s 1968. 
For all the insistent clamor from the stu dent 
barricades, th e b la ck p o wer meetin g 
places, and the 
in tellectu a l lib era ls' d ra win g ro o ms, th e d ra win g 
rooms, the deepest problems facing the U.S. 
citizenry — and to a g reat ex tent the whole western 
world — are not centered on how to obtain more 
afflu ence and more freedom for more people. 
The y ear 1968 was g rav ely disqu ieting not ju st 
becau se two g reatly known pu blic fig u res were 
assassinated, or becau se soldiers had to tramp the 
streets of many cities in April to pu t down riots, or 
becau se the Democrats condu cted a national 
conv ention in Chicag o in an atmosphere that offered 
a weird mix tu re of chaotic anarchy and elements of 
repression by a civ il au thority . 


The y ear was mo st disturbing fo r its co ntinuo us 
and 
v ery 
tho ro ugh 
demo nstratio n 
that 
a 
co nsiderable pro po rtio n o f the American peo ple, 
like their co unterparts in Euro pe and elsewhere, do 
no t kno w ho w to use freedo m and affluence when 
they hav e it. 
Somehow, from all the u psetting episodes of this 
wild 
y ear, 
the 
erroneou s 
notion 
arose 
that 
democratic g ov ernment and its su pporting free 
economic sy stem were seen by many as insu fficient 
to the demands of a swiftly chang ing ag e. Some 
y ou ng people fed this misconception by representing 
abu ses of freedom as necessary “ new freedoms“ 
and by rev iling an economic stru ctu re that allowed 
them literally to driv e to the radicals’ barricades in 
their own cars. 
Bu t mov es bey ond freedom toward licease, and 
shou ts for a more effortless access to material 
g oods, not only hav e confu sed the g eneral pictu re 
bu t reflect the bewilderment in the minds of the 
trou bled and the rebelliou s as 1969 opens. 
As the writer, Irv ing Kristo l, recently o bserv ed 
with acute perceptio n, the true ro o t o f the matter is 
the enlarging disco v ery by Americans and o thers in 
western civ ilizatio n that freedo m and affluence are 
no t really go als in themselv es. There is no ultimate 
magic, no final fulfillment, in the achiev ement o f 
either o r bo th o f these o bjectiv es. 
Freedom to do what‘s Afflu ence to what ends'i’ 
These qu estions, Americans are learning with 
increasing force, are the real ones. 
They , more than any thing else, are at the core of

Hedges on Po litical Aid

WASHINGTON— ! N E A ) - 
T im e and ag ain, u nderdev eloped foreig n cou ntries hav e 
beg g ed the United States for political aid in dev eloping 
strong political institu tions—aid that wou ld hav e streng th­ 
ened them ag ainst Com m u nist su bv ersion and th a t likely 
wou ld hav e redu ced the am ou nt of U.S. m ilitary assist­ 
ance and m ilitary inv olv ement. 
Tim e and ag ain that aid has been refu sed, or g iv en 
with su ch lack of enthu siasm as to be m eaning less. 
Take o ne ex am ple. A few y ears back, when the So uth 
V ietnam ese were writing their new natio nal co nstitutio n. 
So uth Vietnam ese leaders this repo rter talked with be­ 
liev ed that they co uld do a better jo b if they had access to 
the ex perience o f o ther co untries. 
They didn’t want to 
co py any fo reign co nstitutio n. But they did want to pick 
and cho o se successful ideas fro m o ther lands. 
It w as as Dr. Robert Andrews Millikan. the Nobel Prize- 
winning phy sicist once said, “ When I start ou t on some 
research I w ant to find ou t w hat all the other m en hav e 
done in this field before m e—to profit by their su ccesses 
and their m istakes.” 
Men were av ailable to g iv e the Sou th V ietnam ese that 
“ ex perience,” Dr. R oy am a M asam ichi. the g reat consti­ 
tu tional law y er of Ja pa n, was one non-American ex am ple. 
Bu t there w ere and are ou tstanding constitu tional ex perts 
in Korea, G reat Britain, the United States, West G erm any , 
Thailand and in a host of other cou ntries. These ex peri­ 
enced m en cou ld hav e been brou g ht in, not as adv isers, 
bu t as “ reference sou rces”—m en whose brains cou ld hav e 
been picked by the Sou th V ietnam ese. 
There w as no dang er that the prou dly independent Sou th 
V ietnam ese constitu tion w riters wou ldn’t m ake their own 
decisions. 
This reporter was in Sou th V ietnam at the time. 
He 
asked som e key U.S. diplom ats why this help w asn’t 
g iv en. It w as refu sed, these A m ericans said, becau se it 
wou ld be interfering in the internal affairs of Sou th 
Vietnam . 
This is, indeed, a strang e definition of interference. 
O r take the D om inican Repu blic. 
A nu m ber of y ears ag o, well before the island eru pted 
and U.S. troops w ere sent in to prev ent Com m u nists from 
taking ov er the rev olt, a Dom inican am bassador asked the 
United States to send 300 P eac e Corpsm en to his sm all 
cou ntry . 
J a c k Vau g hn, then head of the P eace Corps for Latin 
A m erica, asked w hat sort of corpsm en were needed—doc­ 
tors, eng ineers, sanitation ex perts, teachers? 
None of these, Vau g hn w as told. W hat was needed, said 
the am bassador, w as for the United States to send 300 
representativ e y ou ng people from v ariou s com m u nities in 
the United States. The Dom inicans wou ld send these y ou ths 
to towns and v illag es all ov er the cou ntry —to liv e. Then 
the local Dom inicans cou ld talk to them on a day -to-day 
basis abou t how their com m u nities are ru n at home. 
The Dominican v illag ers thereby wou ld learn m any 
thing s and adopt those which seem ed to fit their needs and 
wishes. 
As it turned o ut, the key pro blem s that surfaced in the 
rev o lt were present in large m easure because o f the lack 
o f stro ng dem o cratic po litical institutio ns. 
The United States sent millions of dollars into the Dom ini­ 
can Repu blic for a nu m ber of y ears. P e r person, for th at 
period, it w as one of the m ajor recipients of U.S. aid. When 
those aid fig u res w ere analy zed, economic and m edical aid 
w as hig h, bu t the am ou nt of aid g iv en to help the Dom ini­ 
cans dev elop strong political institu tions of their own 
choosing was so sm all it barely showed in the fig u res.

Dav id Bu twin’s article in the Oct. 4 edition 
of Satu rday Rev iew, “ Portrait of a Declining 
Town,” told the story of a ty pical dy ing town 
—Eastport, Maine. 


1 rem em bered it when I v isited a liv ing and 
g rowing small town not long ag o. 1 was in 
Colu mbu s, Ind., referred to by Mrs. Ly ndon 
B. Johnson as the Athens of the Prairie. 


The indu stries in C ol u m bu s are h om e­ 
g rown. Cu mmins, for ex am ple, the big nam e 
in diesel eng ines, was beg u n by a m an who 
was employ ed as a chau ffeu r for a w ealthy 
family . He t i n k e r e d with eng ines in the 
g arag e u ntil he was ready to g o into bu siness. 


Cu mmins, as well as other big em ploy ers 
su ch as Cosco and Arv in, hav e joined tog ether 
with sm aller bu sinesses to m ake their c om ­ 
mu nity a model city . 


Bu t, it’s a long way from the concept of a 
"comiianv town.” W hat they hav e done, in­ 
stead, is work with the citizens in a continu ­ 
ing effort to m ake Colu mbu s not ju st a place 
to liv e, bu t alm ost a way of life. 


When I was there I saw a bu sload of archi 
tects and their wiv es from Bu tler, Pa. T heir 
company had arrang ed the trip. 


Why ? Becau se bu i l di n g s in Colu mbu s 
(schools, chu rches, a retirem ent home, fire 
hou ses, a skating rink, a bank, to nam e a 
few) hav e been desig ned by architects su ch 
as Eliel Saarinen and Eero Saarinen. Space 
doesn’t permit listing all the nam es. 
You 
cou ld, howev er, pick u p a copy of Who’s Who 
in American A r c h i t e c t s . T h ere’s H arry 
Weese; one of his m ajor desig ns is the U.S. 
em bassy in Ghana. And Norm an Fletcher of 
The Architects Collaborativ e, Boston, who 
cou nts among his desig ns the A m erican e m ­ 
bassy in Athens. Or, there’s Kenneth Car- 
ru thers, of I. M. Pei Architects in New York; 
he desig ned the Kennedy Memorial L ibrary 
at H arv ard. And there is a school in Colu m­ 
bu s desig ned by John Carl Warnecke of San 
Francisco. He desig ned the John F. Kennedy 
M em orial in Washing ton, D.C. A new g olf 
cou rse, one of fou r in town, was done by R ob­ 
ert T rent Jones, who has been called the na ­ 
tion’s forem ost g olf-architect. 


The money for all this? It comes from a 
fou ndation (started by an indu stry ) which 
pay s arch itect’s fees with no string s attached. 


The enthu siasm ? It comes from ev ery body 
in town. F rom hou sewiv es who v olu nteer to 
be tou r g u ides. Or, there’s Mr. Dou p, a g en­ 
tlem an who is “ retired” bu t finds time to 
trav el with at least fou r v isiting g rou ps each 
week. The pride? It ex tends to ev ery lev el in 
society . 


A local indu strialist stated the pu rpose of 
the Colu mbu s prog ram with, “ As Winston 
Chu rchill said, ‘F irst we shape ou r bu ilding s, 
then ou r bu ilding s shape u s.’ The qu ality of 
ou r env ironm ent determ ines the qu ality of 
life we lead in it.”

Pinworms Are Co mmon ; 
Eggs Easily Sp read 


A mother writes that ther child recently play ed 
with some children who hav e pinworms. Their 
mother takes a lig hthearted attitu de toward this 
infestation bu t the writer is worried and wou ld like 
to know whether her child cou ld g et pinworms by 
ju st play ing with those children and whether she 
shou ld keep her child home u ntil, if he has the 
worms, he has g otten rid of them. 
Pinworms are indeed common as the lig hthearted 
mother implied. A child will not g et them from ju st 
being arou nd children who hav e them bu t that does 
increase his chances. 
Here is how they are 
transmitted. Pinworm eg g s with a diameter of abou t 
1-500 of an inch g et on one's fing ers or food and are 
swallowed. In the dig estiv e tract they hatch and 
matu re. When a female pinworm is fu ll of eg g s she 
works her way ou t of the dig estiv e tract, u su ally at 
nig ht. 
The anal itching is not enou g h to waken the host 
bu t may cau se scratching . The tiny eg g s will remain 
on the fing ers or u nder the nails and on the sheets 
and nig ht clothes. Making the beds and pu tting the 
pajamas away will send the eg g s into the air and 
wherev er they land they are ready to be picked u p 
and start the c'y cle all ov er ag ain. 
This mother's child may or may not hav e g otten 
pinworras. If he hasn’t, there is no need to treat 
him. If he has. the whole family shou ld be treated at 
the same time. Meanwhile, they shou ld scru pu lou sly 
wash their hands before each meal and after each 
trip to the toilet. No qu arantine or fu mig ation is 
necessary . 
Q — My so n, 5, is brig ht bu t ov eractiv e. In nu rsery 
school he can't stay at any one thing . Ou r doctor is 
g iv ing him Atarax . Does it liav e any bad side effects^ 
Is it habit forming ':' 
^ 
Hy dro x y zine 
(Atarax ) is a minor tranqu ilizer 
and IS not habit-forming . Any one who takes it for a 
long time shou ld hav e frequ ent blood checks and 
liv er fu nction tests. 
Althou g h most children ou tg row the tendency to 
be ov eractiv e between the ag es of 10 and 12, they do 
present a problem in their early y ears. A recent 
stu dy su g g ests that tranqu ilizers may ag g rav ate the 
trou ble and that stimu lating dru g s, strang e as it may 
seem, bring abou t a marked improv ement.
